G. B. Hines 
and B. W. Hugg nominated J. R. Basket who was elected 
unanimously. By permission of the Conferencehe nominated 
James A. Christian as his assistant. 

By vote the following officers and their assistants were 
chosen: W. C. Mann Statistical Secretary, J. W. Hervey 
Assistant, B. W. Hugg Treasurer, Louis May Assistant, 
J. A. Webb Conference Post Master.

Motion — By motion the Constitutional Questions and 
The Election of the Delegate to General Conference was 
made the “Order of the Day” at 10:00 o’clock, Dec. 20. 

R. R. Secretary — N. L. Sayers was elected as R. R. 
Secretary. He requested that all having certificates from 
the R. R. should place them in his hands at the earliest con- 
venience. 

Press Reporters — The following press reporters were 
appointed: Times-Record and Central Christian Advocate, 
J. A. Carruth; Picayune, J. W. Lively; Times-Democrat, 
T. E. Webb, N. Y. Christian Advocate, E. R. Houck; Lake 
Charles Press, G. B. Hines. 

Question Number Thirteen — '* Was the Character of 
each Preacher examined ?’* was asked. Presiding Elder 
Hy. H. McCain was called, character passed and he reported 
his district. The Conference sang one stanza of “Come 
Thou Fount of Every Blessing.” 

Presiding Elder G. B. Hines was called, character pass- 
ed and he reported his district. This was followed by the 
second stanza of the same hymn. 

Presiding Elder J. W. Lively was called, character pass- 
ed and here ported his district some what in detail and closed 
by saying that he wanted to rest for a while. The Con- 
ference sang, “A Charge to Keep I Have.” The Holy Spirit 
filled our hearts while we gave him and each other the right 
hand of fellowship. 

The following effective Elders were called, characters 
passed, and they reported their work: W. C. Mann, J. A. 
Christian, C. F. Hunter, J. W. Hervey, N. L. Sayers, F. D.

After song and prayer Dr. J. W . Lively called the Sta- 
tistical Session to order and the Assistant Secretary called 
the roll and those not having handed in their report were re- 
quested to do so. By motion the Conference adjourned. 

Second Day. 

Friday Morning, 8:30, Dec. 20, 1907. 

The Conference met at the appointed time, Bishop Burt 
in the chair. 

The devotional services were led by the Bishop. 

The Secretary read the minutes of Thursday’s session 
and after having been corrected were adopted. 

The Bishop announced that he had heard from the draft 
from the Chartered Fund and that he expected that it would 
be here Saturday possibly. The Conference ordered that it 
be made payable to C. A. King, the Treasurer of the Confer- 
ence Board of Stewards. 

The Question of “other Benevolences” was raised by 
the Statistical Secretary in which certain sums had been 
paid to evangelists had been included as “other bene- 
volences.” 

After some discussion, G. B. Hines moved that it appear 
in the report as “Pastoral Support.” Motion was lost. 

A motion prevailed that the amount be omitted from the 
report. 

The Treasurer called attention to the fact that he had 
received money for local educational purposes and did not 
know what to do with it. By motion the Treasurer was 
ordered to send it to Ft. Worth University. 

Question Five was considered, “Who have been Con- 
tinued on Trial?” (a) In Studies of the First Year? R. L. 
Weldon was called and character passed. Brother Weldon 
not being present Presiding Elder McCain moved that he be 
passed to the studies of the Second Year conditionally that 
he bring up the remaining study. Motion prevailed. 
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R. R. Smith was called, character passed. Not being: 
present P. E. McCain reported for him and moved that he 
be discontinued. Motion prevailed. 

W. J. Wood was called, character passed and not being 
present P. E. Hines reported for him and moved that 
he be discontinued. The motion prevailed, (b) In Studies 
of the Second Year? Thomas F. Swanson was called, char- 
acter passed and he reported his work. Not having brought 
up his studies, P. E. McCain moved that he be continued in 
the Studies of the Second Year. The motion prevailed, 
(c) In Studies of the Third Year? Louis May was called, 
character passed, and he reported his work. By motion he 
was advanced to the studies of the Fourth Year. 

James F. Ragsdale was called character passed and he 
reported his work. The Examining Committee reported 
him graduated and P. E. McCain moved that he be elected to 
Elders Orders. The motion prevailed. 

I. J. Coppage was called and reported that he had with- 
drawn. 

Under Special Appointments the following brethren 
were considered: W. E. Harrison, Professor in Meridian 

Male College, and by motion he was reappointed. 

M. C. Hickman, President of Wells Spring Academy, 
Transferred to Oklahoma Conference. N. H. Oliver, Con- 
ference Evangelist. By motion he was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Conference Relations. 

Wm. R. Chase Conference Evangelist. The Secretary 
read a letter from him. By motion he was continued in the 
same relation. 

Order of the Day was taken up, which was the con- 
sideration of the Proposed Amendments to the Constitution 
and the Election of the delegate and reserve to the General 
Conference. 

The Lay Conference was called to meet in the Baptist 
Church. 

By motion a joint session of the Annual Conference and 
the Lay Conference was set for 4:00 p. m. 
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Secretary read first proposed Amendment, yiz: 

I. — Action of the General Conference, taken May 28, 1904. 

(See Journal, pages 410, 429.) 

Appendix of Discipline Par. 53, Sec.I — The General Conference of 1904, 
by a vote of 517 ayes to 27 noes, recommended that the Third Restrictive 
Rule, Par. 46, Sec. 3 of Discipline of 1904, be amended as follows; Strike 
out all that follows the disjunctive“but” and insert the words, “may elect a 
Bishop or Bishops for work among particular races and languages, or for 
any of our Foreign Missions, limiting their Episcopal jurisdiction to the same 
respectively,” so that the whole paragraph shall read: 

“The General Conference shall not change nor alter any part or rule of 
our government so as to do away Episcopacy, nor destroy the plan of our 
itinerant General Suptendentency ; but may elect a Bishop or Bishops for 
work among paricular races and languages, or for any of our Foreign Mis- 
sions, limiting their Episcopal jurisdiction to the same respectively.” 

T. E. Webb and Louis May were appointed tellers. 

The Bishop explained the proposed Amendment and the 
vote was taken with the result as follows: Ayes, 8, Noes, 

II . 

Dr. J. B. Brushingham addressed the Conference while 
the ballots were being counted. 

Proposed Amendment second was read by the Secre- 
tary, viz: 

II. — Action of the Iowa Annual Conference, taken Sept. 11,1905 

Resolved, By the Iowa Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, in Conference assembled, on this 11th day of September, A. D. 
1 905, that we recommend to the General Conference of said Church, to 
meet in the month of May, A. D. 1908, that Section One, Article Two, of 
the Constitution of said Church, be amended as follows: 

By striking out in the fourth line of said Section One the word “fourteen’* 
and inserting in the place thereof the words “twenty-five;” and by striking 
out in the fifth line of said Section One the words “forty-five” and substitut- 
ing in the place thereof the word “ninety,” so that the said Section One, as 
thus amended, shall read as follows: 

Section One: “Each Annual Conference shall be entitled to at' least 

one Ministerial Delegate. The General Conference shall not allow more 
than one Ministerial Delegate for every twenty- five members of an Annual 
Conference, nor less than one for every ninety; but for a fraction of two- 
thirds or more of the number fixed by the General Conference as the ratio 
of representation an Annual Conference shall be entitled to an additional 
delegate. 
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The Bishop explained the proposed Amendment and 
the vote was taken with the following* results: Ayes 1, 
Noes 19. 

Proposed Amendment Third was read by the Secretary, 

viz: 

III. — Action of the West Wisconsin Annual Conference, taken 
September 15, 1906. 

Resolved, That we as the West Wisconsin Conference, by a vote of 84 ayes 
to 2 noes, recommend that on page 3 6 of the Discipline in the fifth line of Article 
Two, Par. 38, Sec. I of the Articles of Organization and Government, the 
word “forty-five” be changed to “sixty,” so that the whole section shall read 
as follows: 

“ Each Annual Conference shall be entitled to at least one Ministerial 
Delegate. The General Conference shall not allow more than one Ministerial 
Delegate for every fourteen members of an Annual Conference, nor less 
than one for every sixty ; but for a fraction of two-thirds, or more, of the 
number fixed by the General conference as the ration of representation, an 
Annual Conference shall be entitled to one additional delegate.” 

The Bishop explained the proposed Amendment and 
the vote taken with the following results: Ayes 3, Noes 

16. 

Proposed Amendment Fourth was read by the Secretary, 

viz: 

IV. — Action of the Illinois Conference, taken Sept. 22 , 1906. 

Resolved, That we as Lay and Annual Conferences of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, respectfully memorialize our next General Conference, 
convening in 1 908, to so alter Part II, Art. II, Paragraph 38, Sec. I, lines 4 and 
5, of our Constitution by striking out the words “fourteen” and “forty-five,” 
and inserting the words “twenty-five” and “seventy -five,” thus causing the 
entire section to read as follows: 

Each Annual Conference shall be be entitled to at least one Ministerial 
Delegate. The General Conference shall not allow more than one Ministerial 
delegate for every twenty-five members of an Annual Conference, nor less 
than one for every seventy- five, but for a fraction of two-thirds or more of 
the number fixed by the General Conference as the ratio of representation 
an Annual Conference shall be entitled to an additional delegate. 

The Bishop explained the proposed Amendment and 
the vote was taken with the following results: Ayes 1.

The Bishop announced that Hy. H. McCain was elected 
as Reserve Delegate. 

Extension of Time — By motion the time was extended. 

Question Number Thirty was asked. Where shall the 
next Conference he Held? 

Hammond, La. was put in nomination by P. E. Hines 
and was chosen unanimously. 

Question Number Twenty-Four. — Who are the Triers 
oj Appeals? was asked. The following were chosen by mo- 
tion: C. A. King, J. W. Lively, Hy. H. McCain, J. A. Chris- 
tian, G. B. Hines. 
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Motions. — By motion C. A. King and P. J. Robideaux 
were continued in the Supernumerary relation. 

By motion the following were continued in the Superan- 
nuated Relation: Thomas Wilson, J. T. James, Julian 

Woodson. 

The Conference adjourned to meet at four o’clock.

J. A. Christian moved that the “Memorial” relative to 
restoring the “Time Limit” be disapproved by this Con- 
ference. Motion prevailed. 

Introduction: — H, A. Wood of the Hudsonian Institute 
was introduced. 

Rev. P. A. Drown of the Central Ohio Conference gave 
a brief history account of his relation with this Confernce 
and of his present experience. The Conference sang one 
stanza of “How Firm A Foundation.”

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RULES OF EXAMINATION. 

I. List of Questions shall be prepared by each Examiner and en- 
dorsed with the title of the text book, and the name and address of the Ex- 
aminer, and sent to the Registrar, for filing. 

II. Each Examiner shall retain one copy of his own Questions. 

III. Each Examiner shall send all grades promptly to the Registrar 
and students. 

IV. The attention of all students is called to Paragraph 63. Sec. I. and 
3, on page 431. Discipline 1904. 

V. Each student is required to give a written statement to the Reg- 
istrar that he has read the books required in the course of study. 

VI. All essays and sermons must be in the hands of the Examiners at 
least thirty days before Conference. 

VII. There shall be no “Special Examinations” except in most urgent 
cases, and then only by a member of the Board delegated by the Chairman. 

VIII. There shall be two mid-year Examinations during the year. One 
in the Spring at the time and place of the respective District Ministerial In- 
stitutes, at which time students will be required to bring up a portion of the 
course of study. The other in the Fall, in a location convenient to the 
students. These examinations shall be under the personal supervision of 
some member of the Board delegated by the Chairman.

EDUCATION. 

The intelligence of a people is the measure of their free- 
dom. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church is blessed in her sound 
application of scholarship. 

She now has splendid schools and great scholars, and 
these are prized as potent factors in her progress. 

Learning is constantly becoming more general and 
Methodism is a vital force in this aspect of the world’s ad- 
vance. 

We rejoice in the great work our educational society has 
done and is doing. 

This Board assisted about 2000 students last year, $108,- 
000 being loaned to these students. 

We recommend that our people study the order of the 
Last General Conference regarding the consolidation of these 
two Benevolences, the plan adopted by the Board of Educa- 
tion and our duty complying therewith. 

Your Committee would call special attention to the edu- 
cational interests with reference to our Church work in the 
South. 

The work of the pastor demands that he be mentally as 
well as Spiritually equipped. 

Our preachers and children should be educated in Metho- 
dist schools. 

At present, we have no academic school within our reach. 

Your committee calls special attention to the probable 
possibility of locating an academy within the bounds of our 
Conference. 
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We recommend to all our people Ft. Worth University. 
In her we haye a school under the University Senate with a 
cirriculum equal to the state Universities. 

We believe there ought to be a preacher’s course pro- 
vided in Ft. Worth University for our young ministry. By 
this means we would avoid the necessity of going to inde- 
pendent schools. 

It is our duty to be loyal to all of our church schools. 

We urge that our pastors take a collection in every 
charge and that they bestir themselves and their people to a 
just interest in the matter of education.

TEMPERANCE. 

For the recent Prohibition victories gained in many of 
our states, and the rising tide of Temperance sentiment 
sweeping over this Southland, we give thanks to God. We 
trust the time will soon come when Prohibition will be writ- 
ten across the map of every Southern state. 

We rejoice with the people of Georgia, Oklahoma and 
Alabama in their victories over the liquor traffic, and do now 
put ourselves on record as being determined to do all in our 
power to bring about similar victories in Louisiana. Missis- 
sippi and Texas. 
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“The Saloon must go.” To that end we shall preach 
and pray and vote. We are against, not only whatever in- 
toxicates, but also tobacco in all of its forms. We shall show 
our disfavor by precept and example. 

We commend the W. C. T. U. and the Anti-Saloon 
League for their effort against the liquor traffic. We com- 
mend the Calcasieu Parish Prohibition Executive Committee 
for its enterprise in launching“The Louisiana Search Light” 
and we recommend it to our people as worthy of their 
patronage. 

We call special attention to the following letter from the 
CorrespondingSecretary of the National Anti-Saloon League: 
To the Gulf Conference, Methodist Episcopal Church, 

Greeting — Our National Anti-Saloon Convention for 
1907 held its sessions at Norfolk, Virginia, September 16-19, 
having met earlier than usual this year because of the James- 
town Exposition, and by an amendment to our constitution 
the next convention is deferred until two years hence; the 
particular time and place to be determined by our Na- 
tional Headquarters Committee. 

Bishop Wilson was unanimously re-elected President 
of the League, and although he was absent from the Conven- 
tion attending Conferences, his influence was felt and mani- 
fested there. 

The news of state-wide prohibition in Oklahoma and 
of numerous local victories came to us at Norfolk and ren- 
dered the meeting more enthusiastic, if possible, than usual, 
while the reports of progress from every part of the country 
were highly encouraging.

Resolution.

To Memorialize the Next General Conference to Separate 
the Sunday School From all Other Benevolences. 


(The following Resolution was unanimously adopted by the Gulf Conference) 
Whereas, The Last General Conference, in an effort to- 
wards the Consolidation of Benevolences, placed the 
great cause of Sunday Schools at the end of what we deem a 
very unwise combination, thus minimizing the importance, 
apparently, of this department of our Church from which 
comes by far the largest percentage of our recorded mem- 
bership the inception of most of our Church Societies and 
approximately one-third of our missionary collections. 

Resolved , That we memorialize the next General Con- 
ference to seperate the Sunday School from all other Benevo- 
lences, instruct pastors to give more prominence and greater 
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attention to their schools, preaching at least one sermon each 
year on the subject, and order that Annual Conferences pro- 
vide in their programmes an anniversary services for everv 
session. J 

Resolved, Further, That the President and Secretary 
of this Laymen’s Association of the Rock River Conference, 
be, and thev hereby are, instructed to publish this action as 
widely as possible in the Church papers; send copies of this 
preamble and Resolution to each of the Bishops with the re- 
quest that they embody the substance of the same in their 
address to the next General Conference; reinforced in such 
manner as they think best, and send copies to each Annual 
Conference in Methodism and to every Laymen’s Associa- 
tion asking them to concur in this action, advising us that 
they have done so. 


The following resolution from the Austin Conference 
was adopted unanimously by the Gulf Conference: 

Whereas, The Church of the Lord Jesus Christ on earth 
is the best institution known. She is ordained of God and 
should represent a splendidly managed business modeled to 
pattern by. God so ordained it. 

Whereas, If our people would tithe there would be no 

lack of funds for the support of the Church or the spread 
of the Gospel. Therefore, be it 

Resolved, That, we, the Laymen of Austin Conference 
in conference assembled, will inform ourselves on this sub- 
ject and endeavor or return to the plan of financiering as God 
intended, and pay our tithe into His Treasury. 

Resolved further, We will encourage the organization 
oi tithing bands in the Churches throughout the Austin Con- 
ference. 

Resolved further, That the saloon is the greatest ene- 
my of the Church of God, and that the removal of this curse 
mu strand can be done by the Church. 

b urthermore, we believe the Church, by co-operation in 
some definite plan, can accomplish this great work how. We 
believe the Christian people are not as well united as they 
should be, and therefore request our delegate to put forth 
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his best effort to get the General Conference to take the ini- 
tiative toward uniting all Churches, temperance societies, 
third party men, etc., on some one plan for concerted action. 
Let the Church call a great Conference if they think best. 


The following Resolution from the Holston Conference 
was adopted by the Gulf Annual Conference: 

Whereas, the fundamental idea in the Methodist Epis- 
copacy is that of an itinerant general superintendency; and 
Whereas, that superintendency, as declared from the 
first in our Book of Discipline, and as exemplified by Wesley 
and Asbury, meant that the duty of the Bishop was to travel 
through the connection at large, visiting the circuits and 
the districts in the country as well as the larger towns and 
cities and thus exercising a superintending discretion and 
care over the work at large; and, 

Whereas, such superintendency, through the course of 
years and by the vast expansion of our work, has well nigh 
passed out of use; and, 

Whereas, such superintendency is desired by the 
preachers and the people, and is demanded by the interests 
and necessities of our work today, not less, but more, if pos- 
sible, than ever before; and, 

Whereas, our Bishops of the present day, apparently 
feeling bound by a custom coming down to them from their 
predecessors in this sacred office, are constrained to redis- 
tribute the Conferences among themselves from year to year 

for visitation and supervision; and, 

Whereas, under this method of administration it is not 

practicable for any one of our Bishops to make his superin- 
tendency sufficiently continuous in any given locality or sec- 
tion of the country to meet the urgent necessities of the 
work; and, 

Whereas, It cannot be expected that the Bishops will 
ever feel at liberty to adopt a more effective method until the 
church, through the General Conference, shall give liberty 
and instruction to do so; therefore, 
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Resolved , by the Holston Conference that we present this 
memorial to the General Conference to assemble at Balti- 
more in May 1908, to the following- effect, namely: 

1. That the General Conference request the Board of 
Bishops at their next meeting to assign to each effective 
Bishop the Conferences contiguous to the place of his episco- 
pal residence, as far as may be practicable, and thereafter 
during the quadrennium to assign the same Bishop to the 
same Conference, at least three years out of four, as far as 
this may be compatible with the other interests of the 
Church work. 

2. That the General Conference request that each 
Bishop, in the exercise of his episcopal supervision, “travel 
at large” through the Conference assigned to him in the ter- 
ritory contiguous to the place of his episcopal residence and 
thus carry into effect the original idea and “plan of our 
itinerant general superintendency ” by actually superintend- 
ing the work thus placed under his special care. 

3. This memorial does not contemplate or involve 
anything bodering on a dioceasan episcopacy, or anything 
to the contrary to the “plan of our Itinerant General Super- 
intendency. ” It rather seeks to restore it to its original 
effectiveness and to perserve it in its primitive integrity. 
Each Bishop thus assigned to a group of Conferences, and 
“travelling at large 1 ’ and exercising a special superintend- 
ency over the work in that Conference, the entire Church 
would receive a kind and measure of episcopal seryice and 
supervision which it everywhere needs, but has scarcely 
known for many years, such superintendency as the early 
Bishops of Methodism gave, and such as our plan contem- 
plates.
